The Sick and Wounded In War,
Bir Harry Verney has forwarded a very in-
teresting lettér from one of the most efficient of

the young surgeons now employed in the rear
of the Prussian army, dated Pout-a-Mousson,
Beptember 15:—*Piciure to yourself our Guards,

wounded and dirty, belog marched through
~ondon as prisoners of war, aul faney what
would be your thoughts and fecdings at such a
eight, and vou will perbaps have an idea of
what the French inhabitants of this town have
bad to suffer day aiter day for the past week.
Words are idle (o express one-tenth of the chill-
Ing woe that every one with a heart must feel
at such a sight—the dejected look and cast-
down eyes of the French soldiers which
qunil  at the balf-nverted glance of the
conqueriog ice, as file after file, officer after
officer, goes to swell the mass under German
constraint. Really the Germans behave In the
kindest way to their prisoners. 1 have not seen
a single case to the contrary, and I have seen
many thousands of prisoners., Complaints from
Bedan are quite matural. How can the Ger-
wans, on 24 hours’ notice, supply a fresh coo-
tingent 80,000 stroug of prissners with food?
When they have it they give it. On good
anthority I state that a society in this town,
consisting of Germans, gives to each wounded
French officer on entering the town a change
of clean linen and 100L. for little luxuries.
To unwounded priscners money is forbid-
den, for in such cases it becomes a weapon.
Thus, I maintain, the Germaus pot only act
kindly but generously to their fallen foes. Dr.
Sandford, of Kars celebrity, and myself, after
distributing some of the bounties supplied by
the International Committee, went to the va-
rions hospitals, Pont-a-Monsson is one vast
charpel-houge; the number of wonnded amonnts
to the enormons sum of 9000 in this one town,
and since Bedan ghastly trains, filled with from
500 to 1000, come Into the town every evening,
some of these, of course, to gel better, some 10
necome cripples, some, alas! many, to die.
One hm—pha‘ (I'Eglise Seminaire) bad an
interlor which would require an academi-
ciom should be paiut something wonderinliy
pleturesque but terrible in the extreme. The
vast Interior has been depuded of shrines
and pews: and, on the siraw, ronod the
pillars, on the altar-stones round the altar, lie
the wounded Bavarians and Freoch, the latter
ihree times as numerous as the former. All the
uniforms, blended with straw ns a backgroand,
made a most thrilling scene. Gun-shot woltnds
Jeave such depression that it Is not to be won-
dered at that all lie still us the grave. But these
poor fellows' sufferings are aggravated by dys-
entery and typhue. Varlous appliances are
bere wanting. The straw accuinulates the dirt,
and wounds cannot be attended to properly
while they are lying in it. Dr. Baadford,
therefore, determined to go to the chief milltary
dvctor, Dr. Glelen, who gave us leave todo any-
thing we liked to better the condition of the
wounded.”

Partlculnare of the Attempled Assassinntion

Extract of a letter from Wilhelmshohe, dated
the 18th nltimo:—

I have seen an account in several papers re-
lating to a young man baviog been arrested by
the police on the 12th instant, at Wilbelmshohe,
whose object had been the assassination of Na-
poleon. Upon inquiries I instituted I can give
you the following, on good anthority, as the
iruth:—A yoush In Berlin, having embezzled
some money belongliog to his master, had been
traced to Cassel, and after some resistance on
his part be waa taken into custody at Wilhelms-
lobe, whither he had strolled just to haven
glimg&e ol the lmperial prisoner. Forsome reason
or other he had bought a pocket pistol in Casset,
which was found npon him when arrested, and
from this cireumstance people, iIn war time
always too prone to exaggeraltion, inferred the
crime imputed to him. As to the present life of
the Emperor, it 1s marked by the same unifor-
mity I have mentioned alreadyin my former
letter. He s taking bls regular walks in the
vicinity of the palace. Only once last week he
kad a two-hours' drive by a Jyoad leadlng
through the neighboring villages of Kirehdit-
mold and Harleshausen, returning by way of
Rasen-Allee, a rond. formerly kept for the ex-
clusive use of ,the Elector and counnecting Wil-
belmshohe with the hunting castle Wilhelmsthal,
five mlles distant. The party conslsted of nipe,
all of them belng Fronch, Raimbaud,
mounted on horseback, riding in front,
apd Comte Davillier at the side of the
carriage, The Emperor with the rest was
seated oe a char-a-bane, drawn by four horses.
To amend his equipage, a few days ago a royal
carriage was sent over from Berlin, togsther
with & team of six beautiful black horses. In-
eide the palace there are many memorial sigus
of the past. In the bllliard room stands the
identiecal billiard teble of his royal uncle, asalso
the cues with the initials “J. N.” engraved upon
them. Leaving the ante room, where the rules
of the game, printed in French, are still hang-
log, be may enter the front vestibule, and, look-
Jog down on the valley before him, his eyes may
chance to rest upon sn lnseription on the glass

GERMANY IN FRAXNCE.

et Soons
The L.anguage of Fatherlnnd nnd the Fron-
tier—The *“1jourse of Empire.”’

The Allgeraeine Zeilung publishes an interest-
jng article on the ‘“‘German-speaking terrilory
in Frapce.” It eays that this territory now ex-
tends over 230 square miles, with 1427 communes
and 1,360,000 inbabitants —a territory which ias
almost as large as that of Baden, both in size
and population, and g on the bordersof Ger-
wany from Basle to Luxembarg. The Haguistie
boundary (Sprachgranze) between the Germans
and the French beging on the 8wiss frontier, at
the village of Lutzel, in the canton of Berne,
and thence proceeds to the northwest, followiog
the watersked betweem the German Rhine
and the French Rhone to the Baronkopf, between
Damerkireh (Daane-marrie) and Belfort, At
this place the linguistic boundary has remained
undisturbied; all to the east is German. The
boundary next proceeds northward, alopg the
ridge of the Vosges., The valleys of the Dolder,
the Thur, and the Feclht are here German; the
sonrce of the Moselle, on the west, is French.
In the vicinity of Colmar aod Kalsersherg, at
the sources of the Welss and the Leber, the
French language passes across the Vosges, east-
ward, into Alsace, where there are some com-
munes of the capton of Schneirlach (Ia Pon-
trove), which epeak a Roman dialect. In the
valley of the Leber the languages are mixed,
and the linguistic frontier proceeds from Mar-
kireh (Ste. Marie aux Mines) through the valley
of the Weller, the upper part of which is
French. to the Breusch valley.

The upper part of the valley of the Vosges is
also French, and its villages have French and
German names, The lower part is indisputably
German. From the Breusch valley the lin-
guistic frontier passes from Alsace to Denon, in
Lorraine. The small mountain valleys of the
Vosres, which belong to the French linguistie
territory, comprise about four and a half square
miles, with thirty thousand inhabitants, The
whole of the remalning portion of Alsace, how-
ever, is German. It comprises 140 square miles,
S70 communes, and 500,000 Gérman inhahitants.
There 1= not a single place here with a French
name. The linguistic boundary becomes more
uncertain as it enters Lorraine, where the
French language has made much more pro-
gress than in Alsace. It begins at the Breusch,
and passes to the northwest by the lakes of

-

Guidesfing (Etang de Gondreange) and
Thuswelhe, east of Dieuz.” Beveral towns
to the east of this boundary,
however, such as Plalzburg, have
become completely Gallicized, Thence the
boundary _Froceeds to Morsberg (Marimont-la-
Haute). The southern and western villages of

this district are French, the eastern and north-
ern Germang The advance of the French lan-
guage bere is shown by the fact that formerly
German was spoken on the banks of the Beille
as far as Marsal. The boundux extends in
Lorraine up to the borders ot the department of
the Meurthe and then entersthat of the Moselle.
In the former department there are 116 com-
munes, with 65, mbabitants. In the depart-
ment of the Moselle the linguistic boundary
passes along the river Nied, leaving Faulque-
mont and Rrelchingen on the right, and thence
proceeds to the Kanner, a emall stream that
flowe Inlo the Moselle.

The German [)ortlon of this department com-
prises about 43 square miles, with 266 com-
munes and 189,400 inhabitants. About a ninth
part of the originally German portion of Lor-
rajine has been Galllclzed since the Freoch an-
nexations of 1552 and 1706,

ITALY AND ROME.
e —————
The Difference Hetween the Itallan Govern-
ment nud the Holy See.

The London Times of SBeptember 20 pub-
lishes a lengthened document under the above
caption. Itintroduces it thus: —"The follow-
ing note contsdns o full statement of the dif-
ference between the ltalian Government aod
the Holy See which ended in the invasion of
the FPapal territory by the Kiog's troops, and in
the probable termination of the temporal power.
For a long time the coexistence of the lialian
kingdom and of the Papal BStste had
become impossible. A Kingdom of Iwly
came Into existence In 860, and was
formally recognized by all the Earopean
Powers, That Kingdom has thus acquired a
right of self-existence Involving a necessity of
self-defenee. Bul the new Kingdom was formed
in part by the incorporation of some of the pro-
vinces of the Papal Btate, and the Pope resented
thls annexation as & deed of spoliation. He pro
tested agalnst it, and refused Lo recognize the
pew Itallan Kingdom. As the oauses which led
10 the defection of so mapy of the Pope's sub-
jects were well known, his protest met no sup-
port, and did not even obtain the attention of
epy European Btate. The Kingdom of ltaly,
which, ag o recognized State, was based on all
the principles of mternational law, and
established eatisfactory relations with all
its pelghbore, could, however, come o
no pacifie understanding with the
Pope; it eould estaklish no Tinodus
oleeandi with bim. The Pope refused to recog-
pize the Kingdom of Itnl{, Lo negotiale with its
government, or to treat its king with common
courtesy. Rome became the abode of all the
encmies of Italy; a focus of Intrigue and con-
spiracy; & vest of brigandage. Had it not been
for the overbearing powerof France, and for
the sepée of titude which beund . o
that ecountry, ltaly would, at apy time

Fiorence, Ang %9, 1870,
THE FAMOUS UHLANS,
—_—
Description ol the Uelebrated Prussian Uavalry
Skirmishers,
A correspondent of the Times before Metz
thue deseribes these excellent troops:—‘‘After

leaving this ountpest I came across a Uhlan
bivouae, and I will now try and describe one of
theee men—the dread of the French peasantry.
Before doing so, I must, however, clear them of
the dreadful atrocities they are sald to have
committed, As you are well aware, they are
always the precursors of the Prussiin army.
They go frequently as faras 20 or 30 miles in
advance of the army, and, of course, on enter-
ing a town or village, if they meet with resist-
ance, they must use harsh measures. Not nn-
frequently one or more of the Unlans
meet their  death either  treacherously
or otherwise; however, this seldom
impedes their progress, for if one out of
two comes back sonnd t.iley have gained their
object, which is a recomnoissance of the coun-
try. A Uhlan is about the best mounted cavalry-
man in the service; the average welght of a
wan with his accoutrements is 160 pounds Ger
man. The horse appointments are very similar
to those of cavalry—i. e., they have the ordi-
nary cavalry enddle apd bridle. But the man-
ner of %mcklng away a Uhlan's kit is different,
First of all, they have but one wallet, which
holds the pistol, the other is an ordinary leather
bag, which looks like a wallet; in this they stow
away a pair of boots, and brushes, &e,, for
cleaning thelr accoutrements. Below the sad-
dle there is an ordinary saddle-cloth, Then
across the saddle—on which the man sits—is
his whole kit, which consists of one pair
of canvas trousers, loose canvas jacket, and
two pairs of stockings packed carefully away in
a bag resembling a valise. The cloak—no ca
—is rolled up and placed at the back of the
saddle. They carry two corn sacks, containing
gix pounds of cornIn each, on either side of the
cloak, and a mess tin encased In leather,
strapped to the back of the saddle. Over all
this comes the shabraque. The lance is a
clumsy-looking weapon, weighing 41§ pounds.
The man's dress Is similar to our lancers, with
the exception of the overalls, ours having
leather, the Prussions wearing boots. They
seem never in the way nor ouf of the way.
they crowd = road, they clear it too. The.
come in from outposts thirty miles ahead, an
bring information which is news to all. Some,
however, do not come in—for I am sorry to
say the French peasantry have taken up arms
in reply to the levy ¢n asse, and fire on the
Prussian officers and outposts recklessly at
night. Depend upen it this will lead to terrible
reprisals, and you must not be shocked if you
hear of someﬁreut vengeance belng wreaked on
a French village. The Prussians ecannot for
their own safety allow their solitary guards in
charge of food wagons to be ‘potied at’ in this
cowardly manner. Peolille they say, may take
up arms in defense of ¢ eir country, bul’ when
Liey take to firing on solitary stragelers, who
in the field they could not face, it becomes a
guerilla warfare, in which the French will most
assuredly get the worst."

NOTES OF THE WAR.
AN AMERICAN SURGEON AT SEDAN.

“A Burgeon’ writes:—*‘The greatest event of
the war, in the matter of saving life, was, per-
haps, the tyiog of the carotid artery in the case
of a wounded soldier bleeding to death on the
bideous day of Sedan, by a surgeon amidst a
bhurrigane of bullets; that was an American vol-
unoleer surgeon. The soldier has recovered,
genatched fromg the jaws of death. The American
was belped by an lrish surgeon. This is one of
the most desperate operations In surgery, re-
quiring the steady, minute precision of & walch-
maker mending a Geneva watch; steady fingers,
exquisitely accurate eye, chloroform te still the
patient, minute dissecting away of nerves and
fibres to get at the artery. Yel onr American
and Insh friends did not flinch, though the
hospital itsell was smashed by camnon bails!"”

IMPERIAL PRUSSIA.

The Arrest of M. Jacoby, the Pruss! "
lienm -.der?-:lul Unune. vy
Le¢ Nord of Sept. 20 gays:—“The most im-
portant news of to-day comes not from Paris,
nor from the headquarters of the King of
Prusela; it arrives from Konigsberg., The Prus-
sian Republican leader has been arrested by
order of the council of war, In order that our
readers may form a precise estimate of the mo-
tives for this proceeding, we will place before
them a translation of a speech which he de-
livered before a meeting which he had con-
venedﬁ on the 14th, at Konlgsberg. Here is the
speech:—
l"'1'l|er principal question of the present moment {s
this:—Iias Prussia a right to appropriate to herself
Alsace and Lorrainé ¢ We hear {6 sald that Lor-
raine belongesd in times past to the German Empire
and that France got possession of them by guile ani
by force. Now that we have beateén the Frenoh, it
i8 but just that we shbuld take back from them that
which they once took away (rom us, Do not allow
yourgelves, gentlemen, to be led into error by these
plausible arguments. it ail the empires of the world
were the inducement, guard yourselves agalost

heing brought to worship the ido! of
foree, Look Into this high-sounding lan-
guage, and you will see that it 18 nothing
more than the old ‘right of the cannon

in & new dress. ‘Alsace and Lorraine,’ say they,
‘were German property, and ought once more to
become German,' What, we ask, have Alsace and
Lorraine, then, no inhabitants? or are the people of
these provinces & mere soulless chattel, of which
one may take possession without form or ¢ remony?
Hus war deprived them of thelr rights? Are they
become slaves, and may the victor decide thelr fate
according to his own caprice? Why, even the most
thorough of the annexationlsts acknowledge that
the people of Alsace and Lornaine are French, body
and soul, and wish to remain Freneh., Then I say
that even had they committed the greatest of
crimes against us, It would be contrary to every
right of huamanity to endeavor to ilucorpyrate
them with Prussia or any other German Siate,
Sirs, there i8 an old saying, ‘Do not to others
that which you weuld not have them do to youn.
What should we say—what woula our national
Liberals say—if one day a victorions Poland, resting
it8 clalm on the ‘right of the cmmw should de-
mand the restoration of Posen and Westera Prus-
sla? And yet she would bring to bear the identical
arguments which we are now using to justify the
annexation of Alsace and Lorraine, It isour daty
to set ourselves in o{];;oomon to these tendencles of
national ambition. t us firmly maintain the prin-
ciples of right as much in political as in private life;
let us prociaim that any annexation of foreign ter-

ritory, nst the will of the inhabitants, is a viola-
tion of right of the free disposition of ples,
Without allowing ourselves to troubled by the

momentary intoxclation of victory, let us protest
against any violence which may be dong to the
people of Alsace and Lorralne. Those only who
respect the liberties of others areé themselves worthy
of liberty."

The meeting assembled by M. Jacoby earried
unanimously a resolution embodying the above
sentiments.

Certainly the Republican party, of which Mre.
Jacoby is the leader, is neither very numerous
nor powerful in Prussia. At the same time, the
rigorous measures of which this person has
been the object will tend to raise the suppo-
sition that the Government is not without fear
regarding the propagation of the ideas of
which he has made himself the organ.
By the annexation of Alsace and Lorraine
Prussia would, therefore, be preparing for
herself, amopg her own population,
difficulties in addition to those which will oceur
in the provinces Incomomt.ed against their will
with Germany. On the other hand, the Prus-
slan Government may fear, lest in g'lvlng way
upon this matter to the republican party, they
should give to it a moral force and prestige
which it is far from posseulnf atl present. It 1s,
however, evident that this last apprebension
only reposes upon a simple hy eals, while
the material difficnlties which would result from
the forced annexation of Alsace and Lorraine
belong to the domain of absolute certainty.

THE FRENCH REPUBLIC.

Jules Favre nnd Eoglish Worklngmen.

On the 17th ultimo, Mr. Geordeger, accom-
panied by Mr. Willlam Trant, an lolerview
with M. Jules Favre, in Paris, when Mr, Odger
presentéd to the French Minister for Forer
Affaire the address recently agreed upon at the
varions meetings of English workingmen, as
well as the resolutions in favor of the Eoglish
Government at once acknowledgiong the French
republic paseed at the last meeting of the South-
wark Radleal Assoclation,

Mr., Odger, in presenting the address and
resolutions, sald:—*8ir, since the republic was
sroclaimed several meetings of workingmen

ave been held in London, with the view of ex-
pressing their opinion of it. At each of these
meelings resolutions have been unanimously
passed cordially arpru\'ing the restoration of
the French republic. It Is right, however, I
ghould state that at the commencement of the
war the best wishes of the people were de-
cidedly with the P'russians, becanse they con-
ceived that the German people had been pro-
voked Into a cruel and unnecessary war l? the
late ruler of France. But when it was fouad
that the Germans had broken up two armies,
that the Emperor was a prisoner, and a repub-
lican government was proclalmed, whose mis-
tlon was declared to be one of peace, then the
people considered that the war must at once
cense,

{1 is not for an humble individual like myself
to anticipate what the conduct of the British
Government is llkely to be in the future with
regard to this war, but it does seem to almost
every workingman with whom I have opportu-
nities of comlng in contact, that no government
could look quletly on and witness great citles,
one afteranother, besieged and bombarded after
fair offers of honorable peace had been made.
It is the earnest hope and most fervent
wich of the workingmen of England tha:
po such calamity should occur in France as
that which seems to threaten her at thls mo-
ment. ] am instructed to say, therefore, that
although ¢he people think that the froutier for
tifications may be advantageously razed 1o the
ground, yet they view with serious apprehen-
slons the suggestlons for the anpexation by
Prussis of existi French territory, and they
will use their best efforts to Induce the Gov-
ernment to recogonize the n‘g:blie, and thereby
ehow to the French mation their approbation of
a free and popular government.”
